One of the amazing things about 


the American government's about- 
face on partition is why, if the ad- 
ministration i'clt it must abandon 
this solution of the Palestine prob- 
lem, it ever supported partition in 
the first place. All of the evident 
factors that lad to the reversal of

The Arabs had warned the UN 
early and often that they would 
resist partition. Therefore, it would 
be necessary to enforce the solu- 
tion that the U. S. was backing so 
vigorously.

international force that the UN 
sent into Palestine.

Power Drops 
to '42 Low 


Washington, April 6 
(U) — 
Consumer purchasing power today 
is less than at any time since 1942, 
according to new statistics com- 
piled by the president's Council of 
Economic Advisers. 


Climbing prices in the first three 


months of 1948 not only wiped out 
an actual gain in per capita in- 
come after taxes, but sent the pur- 
chasing power of that income reel- 
in'g'"t>ackward. 
The figures are -a part of 
the 


council's 
new 
monthly 
booklet 
called "economic indicators." The 
study will be the groundwork for 
a report to President Truman to- 
morrow. 


Sources close to the council ex- 
pect the report to urge speedy en- 
actment of the standby price, 
ra- 


tioning, wage, material and credit 
controls which Mr. Truman asked 
of Congress last November. 
The report, it was 
understood, 


will say the controls are 
needed 


not only to meet the problems of 
high prices and scarce goods now. 
but to be ready for the additional 
strains the defense spending will 
throw on the nation's economy. 


The study will be discussed Fri- 
day by the president's cabinet. 


The monthly volume of economic 


facts is not for general circulation. 
Copies of the first issue, out today, 
went to the desks of about 100 top 
administration officials. 


The report showed that per cap- 


ita dollar income in the first three 
months of 1948 indicated an annual 
rale of $1,274, or $58 more 
than 
last year's. But the catch is that 
while income went up, prices went 
up even faster. Hence real pur- 
chasing power suffered a net loss. 


For example, in terms of what 


a dollar would buy in the first half 
of 1947, the indicated 1948 per cap- 
ita income after taxes was $1,177,. 
or $10 less than in 1947.
